ing, to which Mr. Roos^ye^t respond­ 
ed, af the same time Introducing* Mr, 
Robinson. 
The two were then escort­ 
ed to, the president’s pew, the second 
from the front in the center section. 
The church, which has a seating ca- 
pactty of perhaps 200 persona, was 
lilied to overflowing and many were 
unable to gain admittance. 
Rev. Mr. Schick's sermon was from 
the thlid chapter of Ephesians, the 
senteenth, eighteenth and nineteenth 
verses, reading: 
‘That Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith; that ye. being rooted 
and grounded in love may lie able to 
comprehend with all saints what Is 
the breadth and length and depth and 
heighth and to know 
the 
love of 
Christ which passeth knowledge that 
ye might be filled with all the fullness 
of God.’* 
The sermon was upon the benefits 
to be derived from love of (rod and 
love for God. 
‘ With this common 
love,’' said the pastor, “all trials pass 
away. 
Life is sweet, is bright, is 
happy. 
Working in the love of the 
Divine Master makes oui' toil easy, 
our burdens not hard to bear. 
With 
• 'Ut this love life is nothing. 
It is 
an existence for worldly pleasures, 
with no hope of Joy after death. 
Is 
this all we should live for? 
Is there 
nothing to strive for after death?" 
In closing Mr. Schick talked of tin 
greatness of (iud s love, compaiing it 
lo that of a father for his son.

D O M E S T IC SCIENCE. 


W hy Make a Curiosity S h o p of t h e 
H ousef—Household Ways. 
W ere I ii housemaid I would with all 
Oiy soul npiK-uI against the growing 
fondness for crowding sitting rooms 
with brlc-a-brae, photo frames, silver 
and china, that have no mortal mission 
in life but to climber the ground. Dilly 
th ose who have the task of dusting 
these every day can re alize how- truly 
burdensome this duty < an become. 
But so long as today’s customs rule 
in the household this will be ail ever 
present bugbear, and the only allevia­ 
tion is to devise the best means fur 
doing It. 
The most labor saving and therefore 
the easiest way cif doing domestic work 
requires not only that the hands be 
trained and skilled, but that the bend 
bring thought to bear ou the tasks 
which the hands perform. Take, for 
instance, this all important duty of 
“dusting" a room already referred to, 
one that must needs be done every day. 
The unskilled and unthinking worker 
goes through 
the performance me* 
cha iii* ally and leaves almost ns much 
dust behind lier as she removes. 
The skilled worker, on tho other 
hand, will have two or three different 1 
dusters to use—one for removing the 
Ijrst dust on larger pieces qf furniture, * 
Maim**! borders, etc.; then she will have 
one f<*r use *»n picture frames, door 
moldings, ledges and china ta damp 
duster or chamois leather wrung until 
nearly dry works wonders*; also she 
will have a fine soft duster for tie* 
vigorous rubbing that gives the final 
brightness to polished surfaces, mir­ 
rors, etc. But tills takes a longer time, 
do you say? Not at all, as what is 
dusted in this manner needs not to be­ 
gone over again. 
Common salt strewn over carpets is 
an excellent cleanser, as it gathers the 
dust and prevents the latter from ris­ 
ing. while it scours at the same time. 
To wash a carpet with clear water 
that 
has lieen tinctured 
with am ­ 
nionia after it has been swept Infill re­ 
freshes and helps it to wear longer; but 
pray get the dust out Hist, or after a 
f*-\v refreshings of this kind the last 
state of the carpet will be worse than 
the first. 
And so with all domestic 
operations—work is best when "mixed 
with brains.’*

Th*- secret 
is not in th*- bricks or the stone, Gut 
. in the cement aud mortar, neither of 
which essentials eau we make as the 
ancients ma*I*- them. 
In modem buildings the cement and 
mortar are the 
weakest points; In 
buildings 
which 
the 
Romans 
and 
Greeks raised thousands of years ago 
the cement and mortar are the stron­ 
gest points and bold good while the 
very stones they bind together crumble 
away with age. 
We cannot, with all 
our science, make such cement and 
mortar, and therefore we cannot build 
sucii buildings as the ancients raised. 
Chemistry, one might imagine, is the

Modern artists buy their colors ready 
made and spend large sums on tdg- 
iiienis with which to color their can­ 
vases’ The pictures of modern arti-tH 
will be colorless when many of the 
works of ancient masters are as bright 
n* they are today, .lust as the seen t of 
dyeing has been Iud, so lias the secret 
of preserving the colors of artists’ 
palms. Yet the secret was known to 
every ancient artist, for they all mixed 
their own colon. 
How to make durable Ink is another 
great secret we have lost. Look at any 
letter five or ten years old ami yon will 
I probably notice that the writing has 
faded to a brown color ami I* very in 
t’istiuet. Go to any big museum ann 
yon will find ancient MSS., the writing 
of which is ax black and distinct as lf 
the MSS. were written the day before 
yesterday. 
Hie secret of glass blowing and tint­ 
ing Is not jet entirely lost. There are ' 
st ll a few men who can produce glass 
w oi k equal to the things of this kind 
which the ancients turned out hun­ 
dreds of years ago 
But tho average 
glass manufacturer cannot 
produce 
anything that could at all compare 
with some of the commoner articles 
the Egyptian*, aud later, the founders 
of Venice, manufactured, and those 
who still hold the ancient so/ret guard 
II SO closely that It will probably die 
with them and lie added to the Iud< list 
cf things In which our Bucentur!
